Hupposa wo look at 
the matter In a dllTerent light There 
are perbapa 3,000 people who coniuto 
town over Ihe Palmyra road— or 
would cpine if they could get here— 
and IS^OtlO would big an avcruKi' <>!' f^, 
or lea* than fouroenta per wii k lor 
tboac who would reeeivo the hiMielln 
of tho road. If there are l.ttiO pro- 
ducora who would haul uvur the pike 
we do not believe lOOofthoin wuiihl 
object to paying an average of $tS per 
year, or .K) i^ents per monlh, lo have 
good roads the yiar rniind. Inxlead 
of being uut oU' from market until 
far into tha ipring when they are 
buay pnttlog In tlioircropa, the farm- 
ers could pick bad days to bring Ihi^ir 
tobacco to town, or ilo any other 
hauling iicecsaary, and tivo mules 
rould do the work that four or six 
i;an do with lite grealoit diflloulty 
now.

It bw long ainee been dereloped 

Hint liimpiki'H cannot bo btilll by In- 
iliviilnalH ul tliuir own expense and 
made free. Tbero are only two 
pra<:lical way* to improve the pubMi: 
bigliwaya. One la by taxation and 
the other by private oorporalions. On 
either plan the cost inn-l lie paid by 
tboBo beiielltud. In the hrHl by taxing 
property bolder*, which i* often un- 
juat aa our friend auggeata, and in the 
second by cslablisliing loll-Kitli'x, 
wliii-b is far more Kittilahlo uml lair, 
iu that It inakea tiioae pay the cohlM 
who are (ha direct baaalaUrie*. 

Mr. Embry lay* oouaiderably atrrss 
uuon the "rljjhts"' of whicli his peo- 
ple would hit di'prlveil by having to 
pay toll. Ha must remember that in 
this great i-epublic of oura, although 
we have many rights which "we hold 
dear," we must pay tor them all. The 
|ieople pay and pay drai ly for the 
"riglit" to travel the mud roads ol 
Clirlatlan county. Wheu has Ihe 
County Court of Clalma mot that it 
haa not made appropriation* amount- 
ing to Ihouiaiida of dollars lo atop 
mud holes in the public roada? It 
takes nut lesa than |6,0U0 per aiinuiii 
Iu make the [gradual improvement. 
.Mr. Kmbry speaks of and tiiia money 
is collected from the people by taxa- 
tion. Hnnilrcds of dollars liavc been 
«|iinoi)rialed to atop hoica on the 
I'ahnyia road aud at the very next 
I'oin l thn cbancea are that an addi- 
lioiial appru|iriatIon will be aikdl lo 
• lull a hole at each end of the pike 
that >.io|ipeiI the old one. This thing 
hai ijone on for yoara and haa been 
grlilii(f worse every year. Nor is 
this till! only way in which lbe"rlglil" 
to wade through fifteen inches ofuiud 
inukt be paid for. The people who 
live on the road arecompelled to turn 
out at stated Intervala and woric tlie 
roads and try to keep Ibom in aoinu 
aortof repair. Thi* alt require* la- 
bor and lalxir ia capital. It Ukea 
time and time ia money. 

Suppose now the turnpike rompa- 
nv bfl given the right of way over the 
P'alinyra road. There will bo no more 
appropnatiou* (o wk for. No more 
working tho road. No more taxa- 
tion lo build bridgea. All tbia will 
1)0 taken olT the people and put upon 
ihn company and taze* can be correa- 
poiidingly i-cdueed and tha whole 
people beiiellted. Ilopkinavllle, Which 
now pay* oiielll'lh ofthe taxes, will 
become a livi', t;ruwlii(f, prosporons 
city and it will not be many years 
until ahe will pay one-balfof tha tazM 
of Ihe county. 

Let ua carry I ho arguinont still 
further by takiii^i an a basis to lignro 
on the farmer who raises ItKlO buah- 
el( of wheat and 20 faogaheadsof to- 
bacoo.The toll could not be over |1.00 
for the round trip on lOmllea of pike. 
Tha fanner could on a pike haul two 
hogabeads of tobacco at » load, which 
would cost him $10 to get his tobacco 
to marlieL Ois wheat could be hauled 
on two horse wagons, fiO hnilu'ls at » 
load, which would be 2 u mih per 
bushel aitd he could haul bla coal 
back froe of charge. Two mules 
cunid bo kept at worlc on the farm, as 
It now ro(|nires four mules In pull an 
ordinary load to market. Thia would 
make the hauling of hia wheat, coal 
and tobacco coal one of the largest 
producera about |30 )>er annum. If 
we add to thia |20 uioro for bis buggy 
and for horaeback tripa during the 
year, we have ISO toll aa the maxi- 
mum amount to be paid by ihe farm- 
er who operalea s farm worth from 
♦5,000 to 115,000. WU lariil would bo 
worth $10 more per ani', ho would 
not bays to atop work in the buay 
scaaoirio work tha road and ba would 
nay only $50, when at |t 00 on the 
hundred his taxea would be on a$10,- 
(NXI tarni just twice Ihc amount. 

We have endeavored to point out a 
few of tho licnollla to beilerlved from 
improved hlgbwsya and we do not 
doubt for a moinonl that the CotirUof 
Claims will grant the right of way 
when it is asked tu do so next Mon 
day. We do not believe there will 
be halfii dozen of Hie 35 members 
who will array themselves against 
progreas, entorpriae, enlightenment, 
public spirit and tho almost univer- 
sal demand of the groat body of (he 
people. 

It is not y«t a s(»ttle<1 fact that 
the Palmyra road will bo luacsda- 

mized, as there are other roads anx- 
ious lo he piked and if otir I'alniyra 
friends propose to kick, they may bo 
left atieking in the inu.l until their 
proposed free pike la built by tho mn- 
uiflcent donations of the rich farmera 
on Ihe road.

Itoomrrs' Invn^Iiiiriitii, hIioiiIiI onr 
l.'ounty Court he so unmindful of the 
wishes of tho large lusjorlty who ro- 
i-lde nesr or on roads trinutary to the 
Palmyra, as to give away lo ihis ror- 
poralion our right to (l avel said road.

Though it U culd, the abitcnce of liu- 
miditv, as iudioaled by the Signal 
Service records, causes it to be unno- 
ticed and uufelt to the degree noted 
In the humid South and J^st.

Cold weather even if uncomfortable, 
invigorates and Imilds up, as shown 
by the fact thst in every city tn the 
I'liited Blates, the death rate is in- 
varibly least In the coldest month, 
and as surely Ibe greflest in the 
warmest month. Tn St. Ix)uis, Mo . 
for instance, during the month of Ju- 
ly, the deatli rate locreaaas at a cer- 
tain ratio Air every decree's Increase 
in temperature abureTfi degrees. Thu 
infant morality In the hot monflis is 
terrible— it is Indeed a "slaughter of 
the innocents." Dakota and Mlniie- 
sola, north oflatituied 4.5, arellieou 
ly regions east of the Itocky Moun- 
tains where there Is no sppreclable 
increase oC deaths in llie summer. 
Cold weather favors healthy and nat- 
ural aeerelions in all the bodily or- 
gans. Wsrin weather lias the oppo- 
site effect. This Is exemplified, for 
instance, by Hie death rale in torrid 
Texas, one in forty-six per annum ; 
in cool Minnesota, one in one hun- 
dred and twenty-aeveu per aunnin. 
The showiug li still fkrorablefbrDa- 
kola. People wilt never sufler as 
iniieh from cold in Dakota as in any 
one of the ecnlral or eastiTii States; 
it la loo dry in Dakota for rapid radi- 
ation of beat from lha body. The 
heat of summer in North Dskota, 
averaging &j degrees, bears a closer 
relaliiiii to that of the most proi-per- 
ou-i and densely populated sections of 
the Old World— Ureal Brilalii, North- j 
f rii France, Itelginni and North Ger- 
many— than any olher part of the 
I'liited ^iHies. In Kn^land the ..nin- 
nier temi>craliire will aveiage til de- 
greus; in Scotland, 67 degrees; in 
llelgium, 62 degrees aitil in North 
Ueriiiany, li;i degrees. In these Eu- 
ropeau countries is where the liest 
horses, cattle and sheep, wheal, oats, 
barley and roots are grown. It i> 
too cold for ludlaii corn. In south- 
ern Knropo the average suniiiier 
lemperaUire ri~rs li>ll8and above, and 
the corn belt begins, but no one 
thinks of going there to buy the Nor- 
man, Perehcron or Ihe Clydesdale 
r-e. -Vo one thinks *<f huyinjf the 
Sliort Horn, Hereford, Devon or 
"Diiddie" In tunny Italy. It's loo 
ivarni^ lliey don't grow there; yet 
Italv is cooler in summ<>r tlian our 
orn licit." The lied Itiver viiUey, 
with its ljuek soil, full of "prus- 
pliatcs" and "alkalies," would not 
prwiueo the famous No. 1 hard wheat, 
oals, flax, rye, barley and other small 
grains, of siicli tine i|uallty and in 
siieh quantities, if Its summer aver- 
aged 67 degrees instead of ti-l degrees.
